During the three months under notice 1,816 deaths from phthisis were 
registered, equal to an annual rate of 1.55 per 1,oco; the rates in the 
corresponding quarters of the three pr ing years were 1.84, 1.66, and 
1.77 per1.coo. Among the various metropolitan boroughs the lowest 
death-rates from phthisis last qrestes were recordedin Hammersmith, 
Hampstead, 8:oke Newington, Wandsworth, and Lewisham; and the 
pighest ag in Holborn, Finsbury, Shoreditch, Bethnal Green, and 

outhwark. 

Infant mortality, measured by the proportion of deaths among children 
under 1x year of age to registered births, was equal to 114 per 1,000 last 
uarter, against 132, 127, and 133 in the three preceding first quarters ; 
e mean rate in the corresponding periods of the ten preceding years 
was 135 pet 1,000 The lowest. rates of infant mortality were recorded last 
uarter in 8s. Marylebone, Islington, Holborn, Lambeth, Battersea, and 

wisham ; and the highest rates in Kensington, St. Pancras, the City of 
London, Shoreditch, Bethnal Green, Poplar, and Southwark. 


: HEALTH OF ENGLISH TOWNS. 
In seventy-six of the largest English towns, including London, 8,301 
births and 4,688 deaths were registered during the week ending Saturday 
last, April Sth. The annual rate of mortality in these towns, which had 
been rs 8, 15 90, and 15.7in the three preceding weeks, was again 15.7 per 
1,000 last week. The rates in the several towns ranged from 7.4 in Horn- 
sey, 8.5 in East Ham and in Plymouth, 96 in Leyton. 9.7 in King’s Norton, 
and 10.0 in Wallasey, to 19.5 in Burnley and in Sheffield, 20.1 in Oldham, 
21.1 in Wigan, 24.2 in Hanley, and 26.1in Merthyr Tydfil. In London the 
death-rate was 15.8 per 1,000, while it averaged 15.6 per 1,000 in theseventy- 
five other large towns. The death-rate from the principal infectious 
diseases averaged 1.4 per 1.ccoin the seventy-six towns ; in London, this 
death-rate was equal] to 1.3 per 1,000, while among the seventy-five other 
large towns the rates ranged upwards to 3.7 in Middlesbrough, 4.1 in 
Portsmouth, 4 4in Sheffield, 46 in West Bromwich, 4.8 in Wigan, 5.0 in 
Southampton, 6.0 in Stockton-on-Tees, and 9.2 in Merthyr Tydfil. Measles 
caused adeath-rate of 20 in Bolton, 2.7 ia Keading and in Middlesbrough, 
.o in Wigan and in Sheffield, 34 in Portsmouth, 4.1 in Southampton, 4.6 
in West Bromwich, 6.9 in Stockton-on-Tees, and 8.5 in Merthyr Tydfil : 
diphtheria of 1.6 in Hanley; and whooping-cough of 1.3in Tottenham, 1.5 
in Willesden, 1.6 in Hanley, and 1.9 in Tynemeuth. The mortality from 
scar'et fever, from enteric fever, and from diarrhoea showed no marked 
excess in any of the large towns. One fatal case of small-pox was 
registered in London, 1 in Bradford, and 1 in South Shields, but none in 
any other of the large towns. The Metropolitan Asylums Hospitals 
contained 21 small-pox patients at the end of last week, against 20 at the 
end of each of the two preceding weeks ; 4 new cases wereadmitted during 
the week. against 9, 3, and 2in the three preceding weeks. The number 
_of scarlet fever patients in these hospitals and in the London Fever 
‘Hospital, which had been 2,042, 2,035, and 2,032 at the end of the three 
“preceding weeks, had risen again to 2,086 at the end of last week: 292 new 
“eases were admitted during the week, against 262, 274, and 254 in the three 
preceding weeks. 


HEALTH OF SCOTCH TOWNS. 
‘DuRING the week ending Saturday last, April 8th, 996. births. and 556 
deaths were registered in eight of the principal Scotch towns. The

annual rate of mortality in these towns, which had been 18.2, 18.3, and 
16.9 eed 1,000 in the three preceding weeks, further declined to 16.6 per 
1,000 last week, but was o.9 per 1,000 above the mean rate during the same 
period in the seventy-six large English towns. Among these Scotch towns 
the death-rates ranged from 1 5 in Leith and 14.0 in Edinburgh to 17.7 in 
Paisley and 21.5 in Aberdeen. The death-rate from the principal infectious 
diseases in these towns averaged 2.2 per 1,0co, the highest rates being 
recorded in Glasgow and Greenock. The 272 deaths registered in @ 
included 8 which were referred to measles, 2 to diphtheria, 19 to whooping- 
cough, 2 to “fever,” and 10 to diarrhoea. Four fatal cases of measles, 2 of 
diphtheria, and 3 of diarrhoea occurred in Edinburgh ; 3 of diarrhoea in 
Dundee ; 2 of “fever” and 4 of diarrhoea in Aberdeen ; and 3 of whooping- 
cough in Paisley and in Greenock. 


HEALTH OF IRISH TOWNS. 

DuRtnG the week ending Saturday, April rst, 686 births and 427 deaths 
were registered in six of the principal Irish towns against 499 births and 
4ro'deaths in the yrocemns period. The mean annual death-rate in 
these towns, which had been 28.2, 21.8, and 23.4 per 1,000 in the three pre- 
ceding weeks, rose slightly to 23.9 per 1,000 in the week under notice, this 
figure being 8.2 per 1,coohigher than the mean annual rate in the seventy- 
six English towns for the corresponding period. The figures ranged 
from 17.5 in Waterford and 205 in Limerick to24.9 in Dublin and 34.9 in 
Cork. The zymotic death-rate during. the same period and in the same 
six Irish towns averaged o.9 per 1,000, OF 0.3 per 1,000 higher than during 
the preceding weeks, the highest figure—1z.9—being recorded in Water- 
ford, while Limerick and Cork registered no deaths under this heading 
at all. From measles 6 deaths were registered in Belfast and 4 in Dublin. 
In Waterford x death from typhus was recorded.
